And for a system of 
government which vests that degree 
of control over the destinies of a na- 
tion and the happiness of a people in 
the hands of one man we have an 
inborn distrust and disiike. 

“A NEW TEMPER, IN AFFAIRS.”

There may 
be reasons for the German retreat 
other than exhaustion and errors of 
generalship which the censors of the 
Powers withhold from the outside 
world.

And the same may be —— truly said of 
Russia and England. 

Russia and Austria were — in ao · 
cord in one thing—they each desired control 
of the Balkans. Austria’s destruction was 
nece for the fulfillment of Russia's wish. 
Shall we not look beyond Austrie’s declara- 
tion of war against Servia, and see the silent 
plotting of the Czar which forced Austria to 
act? In view of Russja’s past treatment of 
Servia, her sudden accession of brotherly 
affection for that nation must @ppear to be 
@ ghastly farce. 

It was vital to Austria that the Servian 
danger be ended—it was equally vital to Rus- 
sla that Austria be weakened. And when 
these two forces clashed, who .dares glibly 
place the blame? In fact, causes may be 
traced much further back than I have here 
indicated...

Germany 
would indeed have been in @ sorry plight had 
She foregone the tactical advantage of cross- 
ing Belgium, and nevertheless found her- 
self confronted by England. She counted the 
odds, and decided not to risk it. She cer- 
tainly had no reason for counting on Eng- 
land. 

I often hear it sald that it was Germany’s 
armament and constant state of preparedness 
which was the direct cause of the war. Ger- 
many evidently was fully prepared, but why 
overlook the fact that Francé and Russia 
were not behind hand? Why not point to the 
constant nurturing of the revenge idea in 


France, to her recent increase of the term] 


of ‘service, to the immensely increased Eng- 
lish navy, to her jeslousy of German com- 
merce, and to the rapid extension of Russian 
railroads toward the, borders of Germany and 
Austria? In the name of common sense, 
how can we single out one side as the caus®, 
and the other as merely a necessary effect, 
when each was go evidently ‘at once the cause 
and effect ef the other?

EUCKEN AND HAECKEL. 


Sad to See Them Sink to the Level 
of Chauvinists. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read the statement of Profs. Eucken 
and Haeckel with Keen interest and deepest 
sorrow. I am a university ‘teacher and there 
is something profoundly humiliating to my 
profession to find two of its most distin- 
guished lights, philosophers both, writing 
without composure, judging without consid- 
eration of the data, applying with the cheap 
phrases borrowed from chauvinistic journal- 
ism to ah entire nation, England, the con- 
demnation which, if true, could. apply only 
to a few. leading individuals, To see these 
two venerated thinkers, international figures 
both, indulging a violent, unconsidered, and 
malevolent nationalism is @ profouridly de- 
pressing spectacle. 

It makes a teacher wonder if civilization be 
after all only skin deep. Is the sweet rea- 
sonableness to promote which we teachers are 
dedicated merely an illusion, and the reality 
just latent jealousy and hatred between men 
of differerit: skin ahd speéch? For what pur- 
pose have I given years to produce in Amer- 
ican young mén admiration of the great lit- 
erature and art of European nations, in- 
cluding that of Germany, if German scholar- 
ship itself is to foment distrust and hatred 
among the peoples? Again, and in a broader 
view, when great idealists like Profs. Eucken 
and Haeckel sink to the level of common 
chauvinists, how shall any university teacher 
dare’ to hope that he will hold faithful, to 
standards of feeling and thinking inherited 
from Plato and Aristotle? Where Profs. 
Bucken and Haeckel have fallen, who shall 
stand? 

From meeting their arguments I scrupulous- 
ly refrain. Were they right, the tone of the 
manifesto does little credit to their scholar- 
ship and repute, and it is only too evident 
that ‘the gfavamen of the charge against 
England is merely that she has put Germany 
at military disadvantage. This is the un- 
pardonablé sin. That this could be honorably 
done, be @ mistake, not a kuavery, conceiv- 
ably be right from another point of view, is 
fot for a moment admitted by minds that 
have coped with the ultimate complexity of 
human motives and with the very riddle of 
the universe. What a mélancholy demon- 
stration of thé obscuration of two great in- 
telligences under the spell of militarism!
